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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claim language "...when the standard 
driver is in a standard driver position defined as the standard driver straddling and 
being seated on the seat on the main seat portion with its feet disposed on the driver's 
footrests and its hands disposed on the handlebars, and the standard passenger is in a 
standard passenger position defined as the standard passenger straddling and being 
seated on the seat on the secondary seat portion with its feet disposed on the 
passenger's footrests and its hands disposed on the grab handles..." is improper 
because the passenger is a non-statutory subject. Appropriate correction is required.
